T mald ‘excuse ma,” didn't 1" Jones
anewered, according to ths architect,
who replied: “What's that got to do
with It—gest out!'"

Another ecomplaint received by the
Voters' League was that there was
but one booth in the first divislon of
the Thirty-third Ward, so that voters
were forced to us e a table., A remedy
wans promised for this by mid-after-
noon.
